"ken from him 267 Oren, which were all driven into the Caftle 

' of Pomfret ; by ſome who pretended themſelves Souldiers of 


 'thar place » and there came to the poſſeſſion of ane Rogi 


- Portington » the Governour denying, that he had any thing io 
do aa chem , when Dawſoz ( owner of the Cattle, ) demand. 
.ed them of him; but ſent him to Porrrngron, to treat with him 
concerning them, being ( as he affirmed ) wholly in his power , 
and withall required Porr;»gton to roſtore them co Dawſon, bur 
he refuſed to return them, or any parc -of them, uſing this ex- 
aſperating expreſſion, to the owners face » That would he gue 
Loo, for ter of the wor ft , he ſhould not have them ; with which 
moſt rugged anſwer , Dawſon being juſtly provoked , ( as well 
as exaſperated by his grear loſſe ) in the year 1649, he brought 
his Aion of Troyer and Converſion againſt Portingtan , which 
being tryed by N:ſs prime, at Guild: Hall, intheyear 1650. the 
Plantiff recovered. againlt the Defendant Por:zxgror, (with cofls 
of Suit) 12971.

hands,to be ſhewed any that deſire ſatisfation therein,) Porting- 
gor:( to his praiſe be it ſpoken ) who would by all means 
thoughr a Cordial Royaliſt , did baſely, and perfidioully acknows

that makes no more Conſcince of giving , than he of taking a 
bribe, reach as far as Conſtantinople, ſome ſay tothe Eaft-India's, 
by which means, thaſe who can diſpenie wich thetr- Conſcen- 
ces , va'ue the Execution of the Law not a ruſh 3. as particularly 
appears in Portirgton, who being ſuffered ( though.in Executt- 
on ) tolive at home , and jometimes for nigh three years to= 
gether , not to come ſo much as to Town , hath taken up a re- 
ſolution , never to pay his Crediior Dawſo- a groat, yet boaſts, 
that he can, and will have his Liberty in ſpight of him, although 
the hopes of Dawſox are, that this Parliament will take ſuch ef+ 
feRual courſe againſt theſe kind of tricks , as may truly reheye 


the oppreſſed, and curb the inſolencies o: unconſcionable men. 


And ſo ar preſent 1 ſhall leave my fir Cuſtomer of this kind, 
and proceed to new, and more prodigious Villanies, ated by o-

In:the year of our Lord 1656. Novemb. 11, Dawſon being 
then in Norf«k;, had occafion to make uſe of ithree hmdred 
pounds for the manageing of his Trade, which he offered ro 
repay in London by Excbange nine days after ; which Sum, .one 
Phillip Read, an Attorney in the Court of the Kings Bench , un- 
derrook ro furniſh-him with all; in -rwo. dayes tme, provided 
Daw(a would vive ilnm a Warrant to an Attorney to confefſe a 
Judgement to him for five hundred pounds, (with a Defeaſance, 


for nine dayes ) for his better ſecurity of the payment of the. 


ſaid 360 1, which Dawſon conſented to, Signed and Sealed # 
Warrant , and Read alſo Signed and Sealed the foreſfaid Defea-' 
ſance annexed thereto , which being deliveted-murually by borh 
parties ; 'Dawſox came at the time appointed, ('v2s, }) rwo'dayes 


after, to receive the 3oo /. according to agreement, but. could. 


have no more paid him then r58 /. which was repayed by Daw- 
ſonto Read , and his appointment in London by the time limi- 
red and allowed inthe Defeaſance, ( yea intrurh rwo dayes he- 
fore ) with r5 pounds more , which was lent by him co Read,; 


fo be repaid upon demand ;: upon which payment Dawſon cal- - 


led for his Warrant of Attorney , which Read at that rime- pur.

off with this excuſe , That he had forgot, and left icat his houſe 
in the Councry , promilirg the delivery of it as ſoon as he retu-- 
ned to Norfolk; but not peiforming his word, Dawſon made 
ſeveral times other demands of the ſaid Warrant , bur had for 
anſwer , It was loſt : Yet before ſeveral perſons of Repute and 
Credit , R#ad acknowledged himſelf fully ſatisfied by Dawſor » 
and nothing co remain due co him from the ſame, However , 
Sept, 12,1657, Read having privately, without the leafi know- 
ledge or ſuſpicion of Dawſon, entred that Judgement , took our 
Execution upon it, againſt the goods of Dawſon», and by virtue 
thereof did levy inthe County of Norfo/k to the value of 700 7. 
and after ſent one Thomas Hide into Huntingtonſhire , who by 
his order , without Writ of Execution, or any other Authori- 
ty but his dire&ion , took away 47 fat Bullocks, worth 2004. 
and ſold them ; nor content with this, he in the ſame vear and 
month, in the County of Norfolk, at a place called Fallpool in 
Marſkland , did by Colour of the ſaid Execution, ſeize of the 
proper goods of the ſaid Dawſon , viz. Hay( in Stacks and 
Reecks ) to the yalue of 500 /. which though he had no power 
ro condemn and diſpoſe of , yet he detained by colour of his 
own Execution, tiil he could, and did procure one: Robert Dun 
by a pretended Execution to Levy the ſame, and ſell ir. 

Upon which illegal abuſe , Dawſo» made complaint to the 
then Judges of che Kings Bench, ( in thoſe dayes called the {p- 
per Bench ) by whoſe order, Read was committed Priſoner 1n 
the Cuſtody of Sir John Lenthall ; bur by fayour of ſome of his 
Fraternity, forthwith had his Liberty , which he imployed ſo 
well , that before the end of the ſame Term , he procured one 
Diſney to commir wilful perjury , with intent to overthrow 
Dawſon in his moſt juſt cauſe , he when Read firſt moved to 
him char he ſhould make ſuch an Oath, replyed, Mafter 1 know 
20 ſuch thing , who then ſwore by his Maker , that unleſfſe he 
would make that Oath, as he directed him , he was ucterly un- 
done ; ſo partly by importunity, partly by promiſes, hz pro- 
cured the ſiid Diſney deſperately ro ſwear againſt his own 
knowledge,; Whereupon Dawſon endifted Diſney for this per- 
jury , andjhis Maſter for ſubornation thereto , ſince which 
Diſney*s Conſcience accuſing him , he hath confeſt ro ſeveral 
perſons of worth and repute , that y Maſter Read would ne-

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' yer permir him to be at reſt, cill he had perſwaded him, to make 


Oath of ſuch rhings, of which he had not the lea(t knowledge, 

For which Cauſe in Eaſter Term x 658. Dawſon filed- a De- 
claration in the Kings Bench againſt Read, ( who did, and (till 
doth praGiſe there as an Attorney ) upon the Caſe, in a ſpecial 
Aion, which the firſt of July he broughr to a Tryal, and reco- 
vered 7001, dammage, beſides colts of yur, 18 /, for which the 
following Michaelmas Term he had Judgement, and Executi- 
on granted thereupon, againſt the perſon of Read , which Writ 
being delivered:to the Sheriff of Norfolk ; the buſineſſe was ſo 
jugled berween them , that alrhough Kead was often in the She- 
riffs Company, yet he was not taken in Execution , nor would 
the Sheriff at the inſtance of Pawſos return the Writ, for ſeve- 
ral Terms , and at laſt rerurned a or eft 19ventus thereupon , 
when Read during the time of detaining this Wrir,withour Exe- 
cution or Return, had embroyled Dawſor ina tedious and char- 
peable Chancery Suic , which becauſe of its Exemplary Injuſtice, 
and Corruption , diſcovered in the manageing thereof, ſhall' be 
particularly here ſet down. DEds. 

Not long after, Dawſon had got againſt Read this Judgement, 
and Execution ; the Defendant ſues for reliefin Chancery, and 
ſerves Dawſon with a Subperato that purpoſe, and proceeds the 
Vacation following to examine witneſſes , and by favour with 


. the Maſter of the Rolls ( #1/l:am Lenthall )) procures the cauſe 


to be forthwith ſet down for a hearing in Exfer Term( ſudden-. 
ly then following ) 1659, which Term being adjourned , the 
Cauſe was again ſer doyn for hearing at the Rolls, the grh. of 
Tune following , where as ſoon as 1t was opened by Reads 
Counſel, Lezthall ( rhe Conſciencious Maſter of the Rolls ) cal-. 
led for Dawſon, and in ſeeming familiar friendſhip rold him, he 
would m.ke a bargiin with him, ( v:z+ ) that Read ſhould: with- 


intwo dayes pay him Four hundred pounds, and the differcnces 


berween them made up, and fully ended thereupon, to whom 
Dawſon replyed, his debt was 718 /. in recovery of which it had 
coſt him no leffe then 500 / When Lenthall ſaw that this baic 
would not allure Da»ſor to bite at it , who had ſufficient for- 
mer experience of his corrupt baſeneſſe , and difſembling. villa- 
ny ( as before the Ctoſe of this diſcourſe (hall be diſcovered in 
another caſe, ) he then demanded of Reads Counſel , if they 


could produce any Preſidents, where relief in Equity, had been 


granted, 
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TEE) 
granted , in the like caſe after recovery, Judgement , and Writ 
for Execution, who replyed, there were ſeveral Prefidents, upon 
which anſwer, Lenthall pur off the hearing till the 18th, follow- 
ing, of the ſame month , again({ which time he willed them to 
have thoſe preſidents in readineſſe , and then he would derer- 
mine the Cauſe ; bur in the mean time tyed up Dawſon not to 
take Read in Execution: the appointed day for hearing being 
come , upon reading the firſt preſident , Lenthall rold them 

plainly , ir made not at all for, bur again them ; bur he had 
fince che laſt hearing, Conſidered of the Cauſe on his pillow , 
and -ſo forthwith , wirhour farther hearing Counſel on eirher 
fide, ordered them to go to a new Tryal at Law , after which 
he would reſerve the Equity to himſelt ; bur in the mean time 
Read ſhould not be taken in Execution , with which orders 

Dawſon being much agrieved, Peritioned the then Lords Com- 
muſſioners of the Grear Seal ( as they were called )) complain- 
ing of the great injuſtice he ſuffred thereby ; in anſwer to which 
Petition , they granted him a rehearing before them , upon 
which, Counſel having ſpoken on both fides, they diſmiſt Reads 
Bitf,;anddifcharged the fevecat orders made by the Maſter of 
the Rolls , with cofts to be raxt by a Maſter of Chancery, which 
were accordingly taxed at an hundred marks ; Whereupon Sir 
John Lenthall ( one of the Rebel Olwers mock Knights ) Son to 
the Maſt of the Rolls , being ar that time. a Member of that 
thing, then cdlted aParliament , ſeeing Read thus" lefc to the 

Law, ('no!withſtanding his honeſt Farkiees devices to obſtruct 

the ſame ) gives him his prote@ion: during the fitring of that

a forged Warrant of Attorney before the Execution of the 

Writ, )1000 1, worth of Goods were ſeized and ſold, yet yalu- 

ed bur at 1 50 4. which. Goods ſo under valued, were bought by 

one John Prat, whom Read procured to buy them upon a joyne 
account, between them both. 
Which 1000/7. being thus ſwallowed up between theſe rw 
deyourers , and the Execution till unſatisfied more than. one 
half; in the next place , Read ſues forch a Commilſion of
